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1. Haiti a. The invasion of northeastern 

Haiti which began yesterday appears 
this morning to have been contained 
by Duvalier’s forces. Fighting still 
continued, however, as of early this 
morning. 

b. The invading forces, between 
250-300 Haitian exiles, are under the 
command of Leon Cantave, former Chief 
of Staff of the Haitian armed forces. 

c. A break in Duvalier’s ranks 
is essential if the invaders are to 
succeed. Thus far, we see no signs 
that significant numbers of the dic- 
tator's soldiers have gone over to 
the invaders. 

d. Port-au-Prince late yester- 
day was described as quiet, its in- 
habitants unaware of the events in 
the Northeast. 

e. The degree of Dominican in- 
volvement has not been determined, 
though Ambassador Martin concluded 
after talking with Bosch last night 
that the Dominican chief is involved.

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£. Bosch told the ambassador 
that if the invaders could seize a 
slice of Haitian territory and hold 
out for two or three days, he would 
provide them with some unstated type 
of aid. He added that another land- 
ing was planned for last night. 

g. Cantave, a long-time foe 
of Duvalier, has most recently been 
associated with the Dominican-based 
National Democratic Union exile or- 
ganization. A mulatto from northern 
Haiti, he is believed to have some 
support among ordinary Haitian sol- 
diers.
